document which all thoughtful 

Americans of whatever faith 
can, and will, approve. 

No stronger antiCommunist 
document has ever been puyb- 
lished. But, it is much more 
than that. It is more and more 
becoming obvious that if we are 
to move from ‘‘sensation to sen- 
sation,”’ and that if the people 
are not made.aware of the 
shrewd and sinister forces op- 
erating behind the cloak of at- 
tacking communism, then all we 
treasure may be lost. Some 
even seek to destroy our public 
schools. 

In a very real sense this Pres- 
byterian document supplements 
a similar statement by the Ro- 
man ‘Catholic Council of Bish- 
ops. They said, “Dishonesty, 
slander, detraction and defama- 
tion of character are as truly 
transgressions of God’s com- 
mandments when resorted to by 
men in political life as they are 
for all other men.” 

Nothing could be more true 
than that. 


Danger 

It is not, for example, Sen. 
Joe McCarthy’s opposition to 
communism which disturbs an 
increasing number of American 
people. It is that in hearings 
carried on by him, and by com- 
mittees adopting his philosophy 
and ambitions, there has devel- 
oped a technique of accusation 
which, if allowed to run un- 
checked, will destroy our great- 
est strength—which no spy can 
steal or sell—faith in one an- 
other. 

The Presbyterian Council 
warns that ‘‘the almost exclu- 
sive concentration of the Ameri- 
can mind’ on the Communist 
problem has brought us to the 
crisis of dangerous develop- 
ments in our national life. 

The Council says: 

‘Favored by an atmosphere 
of intense disquiet and suspi- 
cion, a subtle but potent assault 
on the basic human rights is 
now in progress. Some congres- 
sional injuiries have revealed a 
distinct tendency to become in- 
quisitions. . . . Treason and dis- 
sent are being confused. .. . 
Un-American attitudes toward 
ideas and books are becoming 
current. Attacks are being made 
on citizens of integrity and so- 
cial position which are utterly 
alien to our democratic tradi- 
tion.”’ 

The Council had in mind the 
vicious and careless use of the 
charge of communism which 
fanatic, seemingly neurotic or- 
ganizations such as the Minute 
Waqmen, the Gerald L. K. Smith 
forces, the Ku Klux Klan and 
others use to attack those they 


oppose. 


Accusation 


Any person who seeks social 
justice for a minority race is 
sure to be attacked as ‘“‘com- 
munist.”” Any person’ who ap- 
proves the United Nations and 
who denies the lies by Minute 
Women, for example, who speak 
of the U.N. as a “‘Moscow crea- 
tion,’’ will find himself called a 
Communist. The most reckless 
charges are being made against 
some church leaders,. Protes- 
tant, Romgn Catholic and Jew- 
ish, dead and alive. Men and 
women who joined perfectly le- 
gitimate organizations during 
the war, which later came to be 
infiltrated by subversives, find 
themselves accused as “‘mem- 
bers of a subversive organiza- 
tion,’’ though it was not at the 
time of their membership. 

Fanatic groups, such as the 
Minute Women, for example, 
define their own ‘‘American- 
ism.’ They call it ‘100% Ameri- 
canism.’’ Anyone who differs with 
it isn’t “‘American.”’ No greater 
service could be done the cause 
of communism ‘than for Ameri- 
cans to become afraid of one 
another, and to cry “Commu- 
nist’’ at everyone who holds a 
different opinion. We are now at 
the dangerous point where there 
are persons who think that those 
who hold opinions which differ 
from theirs are “Communists.” 

As the Catholic Bishops and 
Presbyterians have pointed out, 
these are im mora] weapons 
which destroy a democracy by 
dividing the people.

Cowan also said Nash had 
been placed in the vicinity of the 
slaying by an unidentified couple 
who said Nash is the man who 
last Wednesday night attempted 
to force his way into their 
parked automobile. The unnamed 
couple also told police the man 
carried an iron bar, Cowan said. 

Dr. Herman Jones of the state 
crime laboratory said tests dis- 
closed spots found on the -sus- 
pect’s clothing were bloodstains. 

An iron bar was recovered by 
police, and Nash, according to 
Cowan identified it as the weapon 
with which he slugged Lindsey. 
The bar, and other articles of 
Nash’s clothing, will be tested by 
Dr. Jones, Cowan added. 

Cowan said, ‘‘We’re sure we 
have the right man, although 
there are some points which re- 
main to be cleared completely.” 

Nash is being held on an open 
charge, but police will consult 
today with the Fulton County 
solicitor general’s office to pre- 
sent evidence to the grand jury 
Tuesday or Thursday seeking a 
murder indictment. 

The arrest of Nash climaxed in- 
tensive efforts by the detective 
homitide squad, including Lt. L. 
T. Bullard, who has worked a vir- 
tual around the clock schedule 
since the slaying, the robbery 
squad and uniformed patrolmen.

DETROIT, Nov. 8 (# — Fire 
struck General Motors’ hydramat- 
ic transmission division tonight for 
the second time in less than three 
months. 

The blaze broke out in the one- 
time bomber plant at Willow Run, 
where GM moved the transmission 
operation as an emergency meas- 
ure after a multimillion dollar fire 
leveled the company’s Livonia 
plant just outside the city Aug. 12. 

It was brought under control, 
however, within an hour. One em- 
ploye was reported hospitalized 
suffering from smoke and three 
others were given first aid. 

Firemen said flames broke out 
near a number of cyanide tanks 
in the heat treating department. 
When streams of cold water was 
poured on them from the plant’s 
the hot 
tanks exploded, spreading fumes 
throughout much of the plant. 

The first transmissions had 
come off the Willow Run line only 
this week. The space was leased 
from Kaiser Mofors Corp. after its 
Air Force contracts were can- 
celed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 — The 


case of the late Harry Dexter 
White, branded last Friday by At- 
torney General Herbert Brownell 
as a Soviet spy, has hit this city 
harder than any loyalty charge 
since the Hiss case. 

It has aH the elements of a 
mystery. It involves not one dead 
man-—White, former assistant sec- 
retazsy of the Treasury— but 
two, the late chief justice of the. 
United States, Fred M. Vinson, 
who was Secretary of the Treas- 
ury when the FBI made its re- 
port on White’s activities. 

It reaches into the White House 
and involves former President 
who is charged by 
Brownell with promoting White 
after the FBI had exposed him 
as a Soviet agent. 


INVOLVES FBI PRIVA§Y 


It involves the privacy of the 
FBI files and the propriety of the 
attorney general in passing judg- 
ment on the content.of those files 
without offering evidence in sup- 
port of his charge. 

It is already a major political 
issue between the two major 
parties — with Truman charging 
that Brownell was trying to cover 
up last week’s Republican election 
defeats. When Truman inferred 
that Brownell might have done 
away with the reports on White, 
the attorney general made the 
sharp retort: *‘He’ll be sorry he 
made that statement.’’ 

Finally, there is an ominous 
note running through the charges: 
namely, that White was not only 
a Soviet spy, but that .he-was 
seeking \fo assist one of the pri- 
mary objectives of Soviet foreign 
policy: The destruction of Ger- 
man industrial power through the 
*‘pastoralization’’ of that country. 


A great many facts in this case 
are already available in public 
records. They tell who Harry 
Dexter White was, what he did, 
the range of his duties, the na- 
ture of the charges levelled 
against him by Whittaker Cham- 
bers and Elizabeth Bentley, the 
former Soviet agents, and White’s 
denial of all charges.

I am going to fight for it—not 
for its mistakes, not for its apologists, 
but for the great good that it has done 
—the great good that it will do—and 
for the people who so greatly need it.” 

And in Atlanta he said, “In our so-

We feel better knowing that the 
low-rent housing project is in the hands 
of a man who thinks like that.

We.are not too much disturbed about 
the report that Frank Costello, rackét- 
eer, is trying to take Atlanta into his 
empire.

The move by Great Britain to lib- 
eralize trade barriers on 75 per cent of 
all her imports from, Western Europe 
is a major move in the direction of freer 
world trade. It also indicates continued 
recovery of the British economy look- 
ing toward further relaxation of in- 
ternal as well as external controls. 

Since the end of World War II, Brit- 
ain and most of Europe have operated 
under: strait-jacket economies with 
rigid curbs on the free exchange of 
goods within and without their own 
boundaries. The move to abolish quan- 
titative restrictions on trade was ac- 
tually started by Britain in 1949, but 
the currency crisis of late 1951 brought 
about further drastic restrictions. 

The first target for Western Euro- 
pean nations was that 50 per cent of all 
nongovernment imports by members of 
the Organization for European Economic 
Cooperation would be quota free. This 
was later raised to 75 per cent, a figure 
that Britain now intends to:meet—thus 
opening the way for reciprocal action 
by the other member nations.

A Grade “B” market means the big 
dairyman has a place to sell his milk 
surplus in seasons when ‘the flow is 
great.

Dairying will 
profit, the state’s entire economy will 
gain when those products are made 
within the Georgia borders. 


The Defense Effort 
Will Be Intensified 


The country may as well prepare it- 
self for a shift in its defense policies 
during the next couple of years. The 
changes are already in the making. 
And they are going to cost money, with 
Secretary Wilson already hinting ata 
request for supplemental appropriations 
when Congress reconvenes. 

Briefly, the military is now thinking 
of the situation that Russia’s possession 
of the hydrogen bomb ‘presents. 

We must face the fact that if the 
Communists attack they will aim their 
first knockout blow at the seat of free 
world power—the productive capacity 
of the United States. They will attempt 
to destroy that capacity and thus 
achieve their aim of world domination. 

The reluctance of our allies to be- 
come unduly alarmed and their re- 
sistance to stepping up their own re- 
‘armament efforts is based on this rea- 
soning. They know, as we do, that the 
tremendous buildup of Red air power 
is aimed at the United States. . 

Actually, the dispute about the de- 
fense program is based primarily on the 
time element. The differences of opin- 


ion are about the readiness date—when — 


Russia will have enough planes and 
atomic bombs to attack. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff who recently retired set 
this date as 1954. Secretary Wilson 
says it will be three more years. Oth- 
ers maintain it is now. 

The progress the Soviets have made 
in development of weapons calls for 
some farsighted thinking on defense. 
Therefore, the next session of Congress 
will face considerable pressure for more 
appropriations for continental defense 
of the United States and for stepping 
up production of planes, guided missiles, 
and radar networks. 


In the meantime, military planners 
are seeking funds for research on new 
weapons. They want to develop a whole 
gallery of new super-weapons and be- 
lieve it possible to do so within a period 
of two or three years. 


The way the wind is drifting, there 
is not likely to be any further cut in 
the defense budget for the next few 
years. The fact that Russia’s whole 
economy is geared to production of 
weapons of war precludes any letdown 
on our own defense efforts.

The biggest crop is har- 
vested in March, April and May and is 
planted November through January. A 
smaller fall crop is planted in September. 


Lettuce growing has been mechanized as 
far as possible, but it still requires.a lot 
of labor. It must be weeded often, and 
thinned, and then harvested by hand. After 
cutting, the lettuce is taken to a packing 
plant on Butler Island, once Colonel His- 
ton’s milking barn, and there it is sorted, 
washed, crated, iced and sent to market. 

Mr. Bryan has been living in the middle 
of the Altamaha River for 24 years, and he 
knows all its moods and furies. Soil con- 
servation upstate has helped him sleep bet- 
ter nights. The river is still subject to 
freshets, and he still worries about the 
dikes overflowing, but the floods aren’t 
what they were in the days of erosion and 
unchecked runoff. 

Lettuce is cold resistant, particularly 
when young. A hard freeze in late Feb- 
ruary and early March can play the dickens 
with the plantation’s cash income, but for- 
tunately such freezes are rare. Right now, 
drought should be ruining the fall crep, but 
a portable irrigation system delivers the 
equivalent of two inches of. rainfall in three 
hours’. time. | 

The Altamaha delta once was inten- 
sively cultivated. The tale is that there 
were 1,200 acres in rice. It is rich land, 
north Georgia topsoil that has washed away, 
but with the exception of 180 acres in let- 
tuc¢é now grows only marsh grass, fiddler 
crabs, marsh hens and mosquitoes.

Is GOP Fed Up 
With McCarthy? 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Joe McCarthy has 
called attention to an omission or oversight 
in the Republican campaigning preceding 
the recent series of off-year elections which 
may be significant, and encouragingly so, 
though not in the way he would like. 


The Wisconsin senator attributed - the 
series of Republican setbacks to the failure 
of the candidates, with 
a single exception, to 
campaign on the issue 
of ‘‘Communist infiltra- 
tion of government” 
which, as we all know 
by now, is his stock in 
trade. 

“Republicans have 
got to learn before next 
year,”’ he said magis- 
terially, “that they 

ill aaa i can’t duck the real is- 
sues mine can’t talk about sweet nothings. I 
don’t think the American people want to go 
back to the Truman-Achesen administra- 
tion of communism, corruption and unend- 
ing war.”’ 

It’s barely possible that other Republi- 


‘cans are a little ahead of the ‘senator. 


Maybe they have learned alréady that the 
McCarthy issue is worn threadbare, and no 
longer thrills and chills, and that the people 
generally are interested rather in what’ the 


Eisenhower administration can accomplish. 


and do not want to be told over and over 
again about what Joe McCarthy calls ‘‘the 
Truman-Acheson administration.” The Ei- 
‘senhower administration is responsible for . 
government now. 

It seems probable that if the Republican 
candidates, who knew they were hard- 
pressed, had thought there was any salva- 
tion for them in the McCarthy issue, they 
would have rolled it out—or it might be 
they so detested McCarthy tactics that. they 
had rather preserve their self-respect than 
win an eléction by aping the Wisconsin 
senator. 

It is too early to jubilate and to assume 
that the McCarthy demagoguery has been 
abandoned as an adjunct of Republican 
campaigning which it was, we recall, in the 
1950° congressional elections and in last 
year’s presidential election. But we can at 
least be hopeful and be thankful for the 
favor of such signs as we have had in the 
1953 off-year elections. 

There are Republican tacticians, some 
high in the councils of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, who are advising that the sen- 
ator be used very copiously in next yéar’s 
congressional campaign. 

President Eisenhower believes that what 
the campaign will require will be a record 
of performance by the Republican Party. 
His reaction to the string of Republican re- 


verses was that the party must put through 


Congress a program that will appeal to our

Why Was Truman Surprised 
By Brownell Report on White? 


WASHINGTON — Former President Tru- 
man should not have been surprised when 
he read that Atty. Gen. Brownell accused 
him of sending to the Senate the nomination 
of.the late Harry Dexter White, for a high 
government post, even. 
though the Democratic 
administration .knew 
that reliable witnesses 
had said that White was 

a “Russian spy.”’ 

For the famous FBI 
memorandum, which 
not only accused White 
and Alger Hiss of being 
a part of-the Soviet spy 
ring in America, but 
named a number. of es 
others inside our government, was dated 
Nov. 25, 1945. It was followed by another 
memorandum on Feb. 4, 1946, two days 
before the Senate, confirmed White, then 
an assistant secretar? of the Treasury, to 
be U.S. executive director of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. 


But the information was never sent by 


the Truman administration to the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee which 
handled the nomination. 


What is astonishing, however, is_ that 
Truman claims now to have ‘“‘fired’’ White 
as soon as disloyalty was discovered. But, 
as Brownell points out, when White re- 
signed as assistant secretary of the Treas- 
ury on April 30, 1946, Truman sent him a 
laudatory letter of regret, and said: ‘‘I am 
confident that in your new position you will 
add distinction to your already distin- 
guished career.” 


White did not resign his subsequent post 
on the monetary fund, nor was he fired. 


He died without action being taken on the 
FBI report. 

Although Harry White ie dead, two of 
his principal assistants, who are accused of 
playing an important part in the Soviet es- 
pionage ring, are alive and have already 
been questioned by the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Committee. Both refused recently to 
answer questions on the ground of possible 
self-incrimination, 


The first FBI memorandum of which 
Brownell speaks was made available to the 
press last Aug. 24 by the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee, but its text has 
never been published in most of the news- 
papers of the country. One reason is that 
the press associations missed the- point of 
the story when it was first released. 


It would seem that Truman would have 
become aware of the importance of this FBI 
memorandum as early as 1945 when, as the 
Senate subcommittee says, it was distrib- 
uted to him and key officials of the govern- 
ment. But if he didn’t himself see it then, 
he might well have asked for a copy of the 
FBI memorandum when Rep. Richard 
Nixon of California made a speech in the 
House in 1950, quoting one paragraph from 
the FBI memorandum, which he said then 
was in Truman’s hands. 

Brownell’s. revealing speech may wake 
up the country to the insidious efforts of 
some “‘liberals’’ to smother the inquiries 
into Communist infiltration in our govern- 
ment. It also may bring about the publica- 
tion in more communities in the land, 
where it has not appeared as yet, the full 
text of the security committee’s report of

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Cole Porter No Longer Upset by Snap Judgments 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8—When Cole Porter’s “can-can” opened , “Blow, Gabriel, Blow,” “You Do ; Day,” “It's Delovely” and at 
on Broadway last May, the first night audience regretted that | Something to Me,” “Night and least another hundred hits, 
Porter’s tunes were not up to hit standard. One of us suggested . 
that composers of the stature of Porter often wrote hits that 
needed time and repetition, that a first or second hearing offered 
_ no true test. 

Well, November’s here and the 


songs that didn’t strike the ear 
or fancy of. May audiences are 
solid hits. “C’Est Magnifique,” 
“Allez-Vous-En,”’ “I Am in Love” 
are taking over the juke boxes. 
Grown wiser with the years 
which have also fortified his con- 
fidence, Cole Porter wasn’t dis- 
mayed by the May verdict on the 
tunes he'd written. But back in 
1916, when the critics riddled his 
first Broadway show, ‘See 
America First,” he was _ so 
humiliated that he sailed to 
France and actually hid himself 
in the Foreign Legion!

“Luckily I had 
te Ko yn ee | a wise doctor who insisted that 
I continue my writing,” says 
plows _ Cole. “Writing was both opiate 
and salvation because when I’m 
working on a score, I’m never 
conscious of pain.” , 
In 1938, Porter astonished Tin 
Pan Alley by writing his gay hit 
that made Mary Martin a star, 
“My Heart Belongs to Daddy.”

Huie said he is considering a 
proposal that the present office 
be maintained, but that the forth- 
coming session of the Legislature 
empower the mayor and General 
Council. of Atlanta to reestablish 
city collection offices at the City 
Hall if the joint office fails to 
work out its problems and func- 
tion efficiently. 


MANY PROBLEMS 
“We are reluctant to propose 
anything which would weaken the 
plan of improvement ‘and we 
Know the new system presented 
many problems,” Huie said yes- 
terday.

TREASURY ORDERS 

Two official orders signed by 
former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Henry Morgenthau Jr, illus- 
trate the point. The first was 
Treasury department order No. 
43, signed by Morgenthau on De- 
cember 15, 1941, eight days after 
Pearl Harbor. It read as follows: 

“On and after this date, Mr. 
Harry D. White, assistant to the 
secretary, will assume full 2®- 
sponsibility for all matters with 
which the Treasury department 
has to deal having a bearing on 
foreign relations. Mr. White will 
act as liaison between the Treas- 
ury department and the State 
department, will serve in the ca- 
pacity of adviser to the secre- 
tary on all Treasury foreign af- 
fairs matters, and will assume 
responsibility for the manage- 
ment and operation of the stabi- 
lization fund without change in 
existing procedures. Mr. White 
Will repart directly to the sec- 
retary.”’ 
’ The second document, dated 
Feb. 25, 1943, was a memoran- 
dum from Mr. Morgenthau to 
‘White. It said, in part: 

“Effective this date, I would 
like you to take supervision over 
and assure full responsibility for 
Treasury's participation in all 
economic and financial matters 
(except matters pertaining to de- 
pository facilities, transfers~ of 
funds, and war expenditures) in 
connection with the operations of 
the Army and Navy and the civil- 
ian affairs in the foreign areas 
in which our armed forces are 
operating or are likely to oper- 
ate. This will, of course. include 
genera liaison with the State de- 
partment, Army and Navy, and 
other departments or agencies 
and representatives of foreign 
governments on these matters.” 


STATUS OF REPORTS 

Brownell said in Chicago that 
the first report from the FBI to 
Mr. Truman was sent to Gen. Har- 
ry Vaughan, the President’s mili- 
tary aide, in December of 1948. He 
then added that the President, “‘in- 
credible as it may seem,”’ 
ed Mr. White to the post of U.S. 
executive on the International Mon- 
etary Fund a month later. 

It is understood that this report 
sent by the FBI to Mr. Truman in 
December, 1945. was dated Nov. 
25, 1945, at the FBI, and that part 
of it was published by the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee on 
July 30 of this year. 

This report seems to establish | 
ithe fact that the first report to Mr. 
“Truman was based on charges by 
Elizabeth Bentley that Mr. White 
was a member of a Communist 
group in Washington headed by 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster. 


PERTINENT PART 


- The pertinent part of this report, | 


as published by the Senate sub- 
committee and apparently as sent 
to Gen. Vaughan for President Tru- 
man in December 1945 was as fol- 
lows: 

“This case first came to the at- 
tention of the bureau (FBI) on 
Nov. 8, 1945, when Elizabeth Bent- 
ley, an official of United States 
Service and Shipping, Inc., New 


York City, came into the New 


York office of the bureau and stat- 
ed that for the past 11 years she 
had been actively engaged in Com- 
munist activity and Soviet espio- 
nage.... 

“The espionage groups with 
which Bentley worked were pri- 
marily employes of the United 
States government stationed in 
Washington. The head of the most 
important group originally run by 
Jacob Golos was N. Gregory Sil- 
vermaster, at one time an employe 
of the Department of Labor and 
now connected with the Unitéd 
States Treasury Department. .. . 

Other members of this group in- 
cluded A. George Silverman, a ci- 


villian employe of the War Depart- 


ment; Harry Dexter White, assist- 
ant secretary of the Treasury in 


charge of monetary research and 
foreign funds control; William Tay-

LENGTHY DOCUMENT 

Two other facts relevant to the 
report are now known. First it was 
a very lengthy document and _ it 
may have contained evidence in 


support of Miss Bentley’s charges 
against these perso-s, including 
White, but the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee’s summary of 
it did not contain this evidence. 

The other fact is that the FBI 
did send reports for the President 
to Gen. Vaughan early in the Tru- 
man administration. An official 
who worked in the White House 
at that time explained that today 
as follows: 

“There were no clear lines of 
administrativ® responsibility in the 
White House in those early days. 
Later on there were, and Gen. 
Vaughdn’s — responsibilities —de- 
creased as lines of responsibility 
were established, but at that time 
he Handled all kinds of things for 
the President, including many re- 
ports from the FBI. 


So far as could be uncovered in 
a quick search today, the second 
report from the FBI to the White 
House on White has not been pub- 
lished.. This one, according to 
Brownell, went to Mr. Truman on 
Feb. 6, and was apparently much 
more detailed ‘than the first. It 
apparently never got to the Senate, 
however, and that body confirmed 
Mr. White’s appointment to the 
Monetary Fund two days later. 


WOULDN'T COMMENT -

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 8—Walt Disney is still excited about 
making the Georgia Civil War story, ‘‘The Great Locomotive 
Chase.” He may come.to Atlanta to do it after Christmas but if 
other pictures already scheduled interfere, he'll wait until the 
spring of 1955. 

‘In any case we have to do it in the spring,’’ he told me at 


lunch the other day. “I’ve been over the story and over that 
beautiful Georgia countryside and it has to be the spring of the 


year. I can see that wonderful light coming through the foliage 


now.’”’ 


He took a bite of his blueberry pie and I dipped into my 


sweet potatoe pie and we both lovingly inspected our separate | 
mental pictures of the rolling red hills of north Georgia in the | 


spring. 
‘“‘Any way you look at it,’’ said Mr. Disney after a moment, 


“That locomotive chase is a good story. We've written it once | 
but it has to be revised. The budget is all set. We’ve even got the | 
locomotives engaged and picked the strip of track up north of | 
Marietta where there’s an old railroad bed of the kind the gen- | 


eral traveled on. But we haven’t cast the picture yet.’’ 


Casting the picture will be important to us Georgians for, | 
of course, the hero is a Confederate soldier. According to the | 
story a group of Yankee spies come to Georgia and pose as | 


border-state citizens who are anxious to join forces with the 


Confederates. They are taken in by an Atlanta family and are | 
treated so hospitably, particularly by the pretty daughter of the | 


household, that at least one of them loses his taste for spying. 
Then comes the theft of the locomotive and the great chase. 


“Tt has everything,’ grinned Mr. Disney. ‘‘Yankee spies and | 


one Southerner who just won’t quit.”’ 


Once while we talked Mr. Disney had to stop eating and talk 
to Mexico on thé phone. A couple of times he received messages 
from England, concerning ‘‘Rob Roy,’’ which has been previewed 
by Queen Elizabeth and is slated for opening in this country 
soon. His brother, Roy Disney, who is his business manager, 
engaged him in a brief conference about ‘20,000 Leagues Under 
the Sea,’’ which he is going to shoot in a gigantic tank on his lot 
and in the Bahamas. 


Up to now Mr. Disney has made all his live action pictures 
in England. I asked him if the British people werén’t avid fans 
and he smiled whimsically. 


“The critics aren’t fond of us,’’ he said, “But the British 
people have been very kind. When ‘Robin Hood’ opened in Lon- 
don I was walking near Leicester Square with a friend one night 
and I heard two women talking behind us. One of them said, ‘Did 
you see ‘Robin Hood?’’’ and the other replied, ‘No, but I hear 
it has been terribly Amerieanised.’ ”’’ 


He chuckled. ‘‘That was a new one on me, that ‘terribly 
Americanized.’ But it turned out all right. The first woman said 
she had seen the picture and agreed that it was Americanized 
all right but then she said something I took as a compliment. 
She said, ‘After a bit, one doesn’t mind.’ ”’

Found Dead, 
Rifle Nearby 


A 29-year-old former newspa- 
per route supervisor, who police 
said was despondent over his re- 
cent arrest on a morals charge, 
was found dead of a rifle wound 
in the heart yesterday at his 
home, homicide detectives said. 

Detectives M. A. Johnson and 
M. W. Blackwell said the man, 
Marcus D. Carson of 1462 Stokes 
Ave., SW, was found on the floor 
of a back bedroom. A .22-caliber 
rifle with one shell discharged 
lay nearby, they said. 

The detectives reported Car- 
son’s body was found shortly aft- 
er 5 p.m. by uniformed officers 
who entered the house after fail- 
ing to get anyone to answer the 
door. They had been called to 
the residence on a disturbance 
call, detectives reported. 

Carson left several notes. Po 
lice said the shooting occurred 
while Carson was at home alone. 

The detectives said the barrel 
of the gun apparently had been 
placed against the man’s chest 
after clothing was pushed aside. 
The bullet, which sed through 
the body, was found on the floor 
‘near the body, police said. 

The man was pronounced dead 
by a personal physician who had 
been called to the scene. The 
Fulton County coroner was noti- 
fied and a medica] examiner was 
sent to the scene. The examiner 
told detectives Carson had been 
dead approximately 15 minutes, 
police said. 

The body was taken to the M.

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‘Oldest Living Thing’ Named for 


In 1770 a son was born to George Gist, a Dutch Indian 
trader and his Cherokee wife. The boy was named Sequoya. 
Reared among the Cherokees, he became an outstanding silver- 
smith and his creative instinct led him to design the only 
syllabic alphabet in history. This was the Cherokee alphabet; 
and Sequoyah labored for 12 years before he perfected its 85 
characters. When he finally succeeded, a new world was opened 
t6 his people. For the first time, the book of Genesis was made 
available to Indians in a language they could read and under- 
stand. It was during a period, however, when public feeling in 
Georgia was so bitter against the Indians that no consideration 
was given to superior intelligence, artistic genius or good cit-:» 
izenship. Every redskin was banished to the Western wilder- 
ness. Sequoya and his family settled in what is now Oklahoma. 
Later he made the long trek to California hoping to find a lost 
tribe of Cherokees said to have migrated to the West Coast 
before the Revolution. On his way back to Oklahoma he was 
stricken and died. Although an exile from his Georgia home, 
the West has paid him the tribute he should have received 
from us. His humble log cabin has been enclosed in a magnifi- 
cent memorial building and his statue stands in Statuary Hall 
in the.national capitol as an honored son of the state of Okla- 
homa. So great was California’s respect and admiration for the 
Georgia Indian they named their giant redwoods the Sequoias. 
In 1890 the Federal Government created the Sequoia National 


- Park in California. It seems this 


Georgian received honor 


everywhere—except in his own country.
